flax, and faving its feed in this country. ' 

We have, till of late; been oaly dabbliug at that article : 
Little of it fown, and that finall quantity, from the igno- 
rance of the.cultivators, as badly managed. Time has now 
done away thefe difficulties. The pian of wining the fed, 
by keeping it upon the flax, has been introduced ; and, 
with the higheft fatisfa¢tion, I have it in my:power toun- 
form you, that the greateft fuccefs has attended this méthod. 

Lait feafou, a very confiderable quantity of lintieed was 
fown, In four parifhés in Eatt Lothian, 1 kuow of more 
than one hundred acres of this commodity. It has turned 
out well ;—the feed is good. . I have feen a deal of it; and 
I declare I like it as weJl as that we import from Holland. 
Since we can now ferve ourfelves in this neceflary article, is 
not our country much benefited? Great fums which were 
formerly rémitted abroad, may now be kept at home, and: 
an immenfe good, befides, doug to the community, by the 
employment of hands which the cultivation and drefling? this 
article requires, : ; 

A long prejudice has prevailed againft Scots lintfeed. It 
is now found, however, to grow fully as well, and’ give’ as 
good increafe, as either Riga or Dutch. I had occafion 
lately to fee fome feed, which bad been four times refown 
fince its importation, and it was not, in the Jeait degenerate. 

Premiums have been the life and foul of this infant:cul- 
ture. Every thing needs'a begithing ; and, without this 
temptation, no farmer would have precipitated himfelf into 
the trouble and expence which ws ‘incurred at the)intradac- 
tion of any new fyitem of hufbandry. What with flax, feed, 
and premiums, even wheat crops have been a bauble in com- 
parifon. Where it fuccecds, the moft handfome returos are 
got; and it is certain, at this time, that no grain can 
profit a farmer fo much as the cultivation of flax.

Brufel:s, Feb. 14. We learn here, with the utmoft fur- 
prife, by the laft letters from Spain, dated January 25, that 
the Court of Madrid, having received advice that a Dutch 
merchant fleet, in. which were fome thips laden with naval 
ammunition for the ports of France, failed from the Texel] 
under the convoy of fome men of war, had beén attacked 
and fearched by the Englifh Commodore Fielding, who had 
-feized and conducted fome.of them to Spithead ; the Court 
of Spain has refolved and declared, that in cafe the Dutch 
fuffer the Englith to with-hold all refpe& to the flag of their 
High Mightinefles, Spain will not pay the leaft regard to 
the Dutch convoys, but ftop and fearch, withont diftinc- 
tion, all Dutch thips although under convoy. This refolu- 
tion may be.attended with very-bad-confeqitences to the ria- 
vigation and commerce of Holland, and the more fo, as it 
may. be expe@ed that their fhips will be taken in the 
Streights, and carried into the Spanith ports.-

‘The fails and rigging being wet with the rain, 
and at the inflaut a fhower, it prevented tlie fiery matter 
that hung upon them taking effe&t. . The fea was fo agita- 
ted that it filled the decks with water; as the fhip failed 
into this chaos at the rate of nine kuots an hour, it was im- 
poffible to diltinguifh if any of the unfortunate men were 
upon the wreck. ‘The afore-mentioued thip was*the St Do- 
mingo, of 70 guns atid 600 men. -Coitinued the purfuft, 
and between cight and nine, came up with one of the ener 
my’s fhips that had been engaged with the Defence; Found 
her mizen-maft gone and fire flack, .,Upon receiving two or 
three fires from us, the main-top-maft went over the fide, 
Our mizen-top-maft being thot away, and rigging cut, the 
fhip fell off and paffed ker; got her réund again, and clos 
fed her as foon as poffible. Advancing to her in a pofition 
in which we might have been much annoyedywas furprifed 
at receiving no fire. I a ours and. hailed her 5 qur-heads 
being different ways, pafled each other before.we could get 
any reply. When got round to her agait) and hailed. her, 
I was anfwered that the Admiral did not intend to fight any 
more. I ordered them to haul down theinenfign, and that 
I fhould fend a boat on board, which Wasulone.

Don 
Juan de Langara, the Commander in Chief, having his flag 
on board, was wounded.

The principle of the bill was 
good, but the claufes militated fo ftrongly againit the principle, that he 
heartily wifhed the bill might be rejected. 

** Mr T. Luttrell contended, that the bill was not {nited to the title, 
or the tithe to the bill, “The noble Lord, when he drew up the bill, 
ought to have called it a bill to encourage defertion, and unman the na- 
vy; . And if it was carfied-down to any of the fea-ports, he would not 
be anfwerable for the confequences. If the treatment of the men on 
board his Majefty’s thips were better, he was convinced that the num- 
her of defertions would be very inconfiderable, “The noble Lord ought 
not to be furprifed at the great number of deferters. “If he fhould caufe 
the men to be better paid, the fervice would be miore refOrted to, and 
fewer would defert from it. It was a fact well known, and which he 
could eafily prove, that there were aétually thoufands in.the navy, to 
whom full'three years wages were dtie. The mationhad paid the money; 
and by}an account then on the table, it appeared, that the ‘Treafurer 
of the navy, had then in his hands a ba‘ance of 200,000l. of the money 
voted laft year for the wages of feamen. ‘The men were turned over 
from thip to thip; their wages were with-held; while the money re- 
niained unemployed in the hands of the Treafurer. 

“Mr Dunning exprefled the greateft difapprobation of the bill ; it 
was a direét attack upon the liberty of the fubjeé, and it feemed equal 
to him whether it was difcufled in a thin or a full Houfe ; becaufe he 
was fure, that, full or thin, it muft be vreje&ed. | He requéfted. the 
noble Lord would bring it on to-morrow; but, if he was difinclined to 
that, he wifhed he would not bring it on too foon after the holidays, 
before the members fhould return to town; nor yet too fate, left they 
fhonld be gone again.
